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EXPLANATORY  INFORMATION 
Section  III  — Emergency  Services  Listing 

Civil  Defense 

Civil  Defense  serves  in  times  of  natural  disaster  as  well  as  being  a 
protective  agency  against  the  dangers  of  nuclear  attack.  In  the  past, 
it  has  aided  in  such  cases  as  the  Alaska  earthquake,  the  Connecticut 
River  flood,  the  severe  winter  storms  which  caused  people  to  be 
stranded  without  food.  In  emergencies,  such  as  those  just  described, 
it  is  appropriate  to  call  Civil  Defense  headquarters. 

There  are,  however,  different  instructions  which  Civil  Defense 
requests  be  followed  in  case  of  an  air  raid  alert: 

1.  When  an  alarm  is  sounded,  if  it  is  a steady  blast  of  between 
three  and  five  minutes  duration,  this  signifies  ATTACK 
PROBABLE.  In  this  event  turn  on  an  AM  radio  and  listen 
for  official  information.  DO  NOT  use  the  telephone. 

2.  If  the  alarm  sounded  is  a wailing  tone  or  short  blasts  lasting  for 
three  minutes,  this  signifies  ATTACK  IMMINENT.  In  this 
case,  take  cover  immediately  in  the  best  available  shelter. 

If  any  of  these  emergencies  should  occur.  Civil  Defense  is 
equipped  with  rescue  and  medical  aids  for  needed  assistance. 

Poison  Information 

This  is  an  agency  set  up  for  those  who  want  to  know  proper 
antidotes  to  administer  in  cases  of  poisoning.  The  agency  can  be 
contacted  only  on  the  Boston  exchange.  Someone  is  ready  with 
information  at  all  times. 

Rescue,  Inc.  and  Life-Line 

This  is  an  agency  run  on  a volunteer  basis  to  aid  those  people 
contemplating  suicide.  Their  answering  service  is  open  24  hours, 
seven  days  a week.  The  service  is  staffed  by  counsellors  who  volunteer 
their  time  and  effort  to  maintain  this  organization.  The  service 
attempts  to  give  guidance  to  the  troubled  person  and  refers  those 
persons  to  someone  who  will  help  him  more  personally. 

Life-line  can  be  compared  to  a chain  letter,  except  that  instead  of 
writing,  people  make  telephone  calls.  Neighbors  call  neighbors 
everyday  to  make  sure  all  are  in  good  health.  Groups  of  8 to  12 
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persons  form  one  unit.  Every  morning,  a staff  person  starts  the  calls 
to  each  group.  After  the  person  who  gets  the  first  call  answers  that 
all  is  well,  she  or  he  in  turn  calls  the  next  person  in  the  group,  who, 
in  turn,  calls  another,  until  all  in  the  group  are  contacted.  The  last 
person  in  the  group  calls  the  central  office  to  report  that  all  is  well. 

In  case  the  chain  is  broken,  and  no  one  answers  the  phone,  the 
central  office  is  immediately  called.  They  in  turn  call  the  next  of  kin, 
a doctor,  a minister,  or  whoever  is  listed  on  a form  filled  in  by  each 
person.  If  no  one  can  be  reached,  the  office  gets  in  touch  with 
Massachusetts  Emergency  Service.
